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1. In retrospect, if you focus on the last two decades 
since Macedonia's independence until today, how would 
you define the position of the Macedonians in Greece? Is 
there any improvement, or the situation is status quo? 
Or perhaps it has worsened? 

- When we discuss the situation of the Macedonian mi- 
nority in Greece for the past two decades we should look 
through a dual perspective. Specifically, on the one hand 
what is the situation i.e. the policy of Greece, the Greek 
authorities in regards to minorities; and on the other 
hand what is the behavior of the minority population. On 
the first part I should conclude that there is no change 
from the Greek authorities in the past 20 years. There 
was a slight change in the first 2-3 years after the inde- 
pendence gained by the Macedonian state when there 
were more aggressive policies towards Macedonians, 
especially measures and practices aimed against Mace- 
donian villages and Macedonian population. For example 



in 1992 Greek authorities tried stopping or prevent- 
ing public celebrations and specifically the public use 
of the Macedonian language manifested through song 
and dance in the rural areas. After the establishment of 
the independent state of the Republic of Macedonia, in 
these first years the fear of popularization and politiciza- 
tion of the case of the Macedonian minority caused the 
Greek authorities to act in a clumsy and aggressive man- 
ner. Afterwards there was a gradual implementation of 
sophisticated government measures and pressure. They 
didn't brutally prevent even public celebrations and fairs, 
but through its party structures that regained power in 
1993 PASOK controlled any attempt at popularization. 
On the second part i.e. for the minority in the first years 
after 1991 similarly there was a relative "flaring up", anxi- 
ety, and interest because of course the regime in Greece 
through the mass media, almost on daily basis served all 
kinds of negative things against the Republic of Macedo- 
nia. Afterwards as the regime was exerting sophisticated 



pressure in the years that followed this kind of interest 
wound down. Let me add that even the Greek authorities 
realized that negative advertising is still advertising and 
so they gradually stopped the aggressive public propa- 
gation of anti-Macedonian attitudes and policies. After 
this period we can speak of a situation of "status quo" 
regarding Greek policy towards the Macedonian minor- 
ity, but for the minority itself there was a continuous de- 
velopment of activities by its members on the domestic 
and international level. From fairs, song and dance in the 
early 90s, to founding of a political party, to organizing 
a congress in Thessaloniki, promotion of Macedonian 
books in Athens, demonstrations at the EU parliament, 
lobbying all known international organizations (OSCE, 
European Council, EU, UN), and even collaborating with 
international experts at the highest level in order to fa- 
miliarize the foreigners about the blatant disrespect of 
basic minority rights in Greece. It is unfortunate that 
Greece doesn't even consider or implement the advice it 
has received, nor does it remedy the faulty policies it has 
carried out against the Macedonian minority and there- 
fore there is no progress. There simply isn't any progress. 

2. How does the unstopping economic crisis in 
Greece reflect on the lives of the Macedonians? 

- The economic crisis in Greece reflects on the Mace- 
donian minority as well. Of course it is even worse on 
the members of the minority, especially on the greater 
portion of the population which is still in a process of 
national awakening. Specifically when one regular fam- 
ily has economic troubles it is not easy to self-sacrifice 
or sacrifice something personal in order to gain rights 
through struggle and political activity. It is known that 
in such situations, when the greater portion of the mi- 
nority is either semi-assimilated or semi-conscious, the 
economic crisis has a negative effect on the incentives. 
Other priorities overcome. On the other hand if Greece 
achieves some kind of public bankruptcy it will not be 
strange to gain popularization and more engaged activ- 
ity by the conscious Macedonians, but on the other hand 



it will be much harder for the majority of the people. I 
can call the current period a transition... 

3. Although the official Greek policy towards the Republic 
of Macedonia cannot be called good neighborly, are there 
individuals or organizations in Greece that recognize the 
Macedonian minority, the kind that don't have a prob- 
lem with the national name of their northern neighbor? 

- Yes, there is such a phenomenon in Greece. There are 
individuals and small movements that recognize and sup- 
port the Macedonian minority, and most importantly as 
a MACEDONIAN minority. Because that is where the crux 
of the problem lies. Many in the Republic of Macedonia 
cannot understand that there is a crucial difference be- 
tween the views of the real friends of Macedonians and 
Macedonianism and the views of the masked ones or the 
"actors". There are those who truly recognize the Mace- 
donian nation and there are the "others" who speak en- 
dearingly of "Slavs", "Slavophones" etc. who in some way 
speak positively, or criticize the Greek authorities, but 
who ignore the Macedonian nation. They don't respect 
the right of self-determination and try to "christen" (give 
names). For the first category of honest and real Greeks 
it is not at all easy to declare themselves about this is- 
sue without suffering some consequences, especially on 
the political level. They are automatically proclaimed as 
traitors. This phenomenon in Greece is similar to what 
was happening in Germany in the period of the Weimar 
Republic and of course after that. The Nazi ideology 
demonized the Jews who were the real victims. At that 
time if some conscious German, a democrat criticized 
the authorities, or expressed solidarity with the Jews, he 
was automatically being stigmatized by the cohorts of 
the regime. This is what happens in Greece today regard- 
ing the Macedonians. The true democrats recognize and 
respect the Macedonian identity and nation, they are a 
real minority. 

4. Do you as "Rainbow"-the political party of the Mace- 
donians in Greece-have any contacts or some kind of co- 
operation with such individuals or organizations? 




- "Rainbow" continuously maintains contacts on interna- 
tional level with similar movements focusing on minor- 
ity issues. Of course the party is a member of the large 
family of EFA-European Freedom Alliance, which is a Eu- 
ropean party that has representatives in the European 
Parliament, and we have a productive cooperation with 
them. We are also members of FUEN-Federal Union of 
European Nationalities and act on the level of lobbying 
in the European Council. Certainly we try to make con- 
tacts with progressive people in Greece, real Greeks and 
democrats, and we try to promote the Macedonian is- 
sue in Greece, even through these types of cooperation. 
Within Greece we mostly cooperate with organizations 
who are out of the parliament, the ones that recognize 
and respect the Macedonian nation and identity. These 
are a few of the activities of the party, and not just within 
Greece, but also at international level, according to our 
capabilities. 

5. It seems that in the previous years you had some oppor- 
tunities to present or defend your Macedonian identity on 
some of the Greek TV channels, what is the current situa- 
tion? Is there any interest for some of them to allow you 
to present your opinion to the public, or is the fear from 
the Greek neo-fascist organizations too overwhelming? 



- Regarding my appearances on the Greek TV channels a 
few years ago I should point out that we deliberately tried 
to participate in such programs that are not very serious 
(there are some exceptions), but we tried even in such a 
way to present the real picture regarding the minority 
issues in the world of the mass media in Greece. We knew 
about the poor quality of Greek TV channels, as well as 
he prejudices of Greek journalists amongst which there 
are rare exceptions, as for example Mr. Valianatos who is 
a journalist and a democrat, but as I said we decided to 
participate having in mind the famous saying that "even 
negative advertising is still advertising". Specifically even 
in such a way the issue with the Macedonian minority was 
being indirectly presented in a more "aggressive" fashion 
in the Greek society. The situation regarding the rights 
of the Macedonian minority has not changed. This type 
of "playing" with the Greek mass media had some good 
results because the normal democratically inclined peo- 
ple received a positive motivation to learn more about 
the Macedonian minority. In most of Greece there were 
many negative reactions, revolt and slander aimed at me 
personally, against "Rainbow" and the minority, because 
sadly regular Greeks are trained in such a way by the sys- 
tem and so they consider it "normal" to slander or attack 
the members of the national minorities. It is precisely 
these ultra-nationalists, fascists, and neo-Nazis that feel 
irritated when members of the Macedonian minority act 
in the public. Let me point out that for us in "Rainbow" 
there is no "fear" from the fascists, the neo-Nazis, or any- 
one else. We have been enduring for years and in a cold- 
blooded fashion try to act positively in the Greek society, 
and by gaining the rights for the Macedonians in a way 
we try to help with the relative democratization of the 
backward Greek society. 

6. The fifth year is passing by since Gay McDougall and 
Graham Fox, the United Nations Independent Experts 
on Minority Issues visited you. Were there, or are there 
any positive changes in the way the Greek state treats 
Macedonians, since the publication of their findings in 
the UN report? 



- The international reports made by the experts led by 
Mrs. McDougall of the UN; the reports made by ECRI 
(European Commission against Racism and Intolerance) 
of the Council of Europe; and the ones from way back 
in 1992 by the NGO Helsinki Watch, all in a way give us, 
the activists a chance to have some sort of "protection". 
We have met many distinguished people and representa- 
tives of serious international organizations, which makes 
it hard for the Greek authorities to act aggressively or 
brutally against us, at least not in the public. For the ac- 
tivists like us these things are important in order to inter- 
nationalize the Macedonian question, and we have done 
that, and continue to do so. Furthermore for us it was an 
honor and a pleasure to discuss and inform such serious 
people about the Macedonian question in Greece. The 
Greek state, on the other hand, for all these years has 
tried and still tries to ignore the criticism and the recom- 
mendations regarding the respect of minority rights, and 
the recognition of the Macedonian minority in Greece. 
At the international level there are mechanisms and 
conventions, and in the civilized world countries cooper- 
ate and try to remedy the occasional omissions. That is 
how the system is set up, and of course the principles 
and practices are being respected. Unfortunately there 
are exceptions when it comes to state actions. Typical 
most negative examples for this are Greece and Bulgaria. 
In the last few years the situation has even worsened, 
because when the government authorities realized that 
there are no consequences, a type of punishment or any 
repercussions for those states that don't follow the rec- 
ommendations or the criticism, in the last few years they 
gradually reached a stage when they completely ignore 
any criticism. In the beginning because of these types 
of reports and criticism the government authorities felt 
nervous, but today they don't react at all to them. It is 
sad, but this is a fact in Greece of today. 

7. Recently you have organized the studying of the Mace- 
donian language in Greece. What is the interest and the 
response, and what are the results from this activity? 
And what are your plans for the future? 




- Yes, it is a fact that we have made some "partisan" ef- 
forts to teach the Macedonian language through some 
Macedonians who are activists, members of "Rainbow", 
but it is known that if it is not institutionalized the teach- 
ing of the Macedonian language is unlikely that it will be 
popularized. That is why "Rainbow" tries to pressure the 
state so that the bare minimum can be achieved and 
the language can be institutionalized in the minority re- 
gions. This is not at all easy and we know that Greece and 
the government authorities will not change all of a sud- 
den and start implementing positive policies, but there 
is no other solution. We need a dual approach, on the 
one level is our volunteering concerning the teaching of 
the language, and on the other level is the continuous 
pressure toward the government authorities to gain rec- 
ognition and institutionalization. It is understood that 
this is not at all easy because there is a certain percent 
of stigmatization in Greece for the members of the mi- 
nority who dare to publicly request the recognition and 
studying of the Macedonian language. This is the reason 
why the popularization of this activity is not easy in a 
non-democratic environment. 

8. How is the church life of the Macedonians organized 
in Greece? Are there any priests that are Macedonians 



and the possibility to perform the religious rites in the 
Macedonian language? 

- Church life of the Macedonians here doesn't differ much 
from the Greek ways because it is the same faith. Most 
of the Macedonians as well as the Greeks are equally Or- 
thodox Christians. It is known that for many years in the 
past, even before the creation of the national states the 
same church life existed. For example 2-3 centuries or 
more in the past. I should note one phenomenon among 
the Eastern Orthodox Christianity that directly concerns 
Macedonianism. Namely in the past the Orthodox Chris- 
tian faith was universal, before the creation of the na- 
tional states. After the creation of the states, especially 
in the Balkans, I believe the states indirectly discredited 
the universal character of Orthodox Christianity. The Pa- 
triarchy in the past was a type of "pharos" (light) of the 
faith and Orthodox Christianity. In the past there were 
no "state churches". After the formation of the states 
(Greece, Serbia, Romania, Bulgaria, etc.) parallel with 
the formation of the states were formed state churches, 
which immediately started a form of competitiveness 
with the Patriarchy in Istanbul. The state church authori- 
ties wanted to become "Caliphs over the Caliph" as the 
saying goes. In this way the state interests started go- 
ing alongside with the state church authorities. These 
two governments (state-church) as "ass and panties" or 
shoulder to shoulder worked together and indirectly sab- 
otaged the role of the Patriarchy in Istanbul. Of course 
in a church-cultural manner the Patriarchy and the Pa- 
triarch were mentioned as the head of the state church 
authorities but in the Balkan states this was done in a 
typical fictitious manner, and so they carried on relying 
on themselves because they had some sort of an auton- 
omy. This, I believe, was the catastrophic fatal mistake in 
the Orthodox Christian world as opposed to the way of 
Catholicism where the Catholic Church authorities in the 
catholic states pledge allegiance to the Pope and cannot 
act as parallel segregated government. Not many people 
have thought about this issue, but this phenomenon has 
ties to the Macedonian question. Just look at what hap- 



pens today. The orthodox churches of the Balkan states 
do not recognize the Macedonian Orthodox Church 
(Serbia reacts sharply, and the others support it...) The 
Macedonian state is the last phenomenon in the Balkans 
and as the state authorities are being denied, so are de- 
nied the appropriate church authorities by these states. 
Greece and Bulgaria deny both at political and at church 
level, whereas Serbia negates only the church. It is even 
worse because the church authorities in these states are 
at a higher level of nationalism and anti-Macedonian 
views. Just listen to what the Greek bishops are saying 
against Macedonia and the Macedonians. Even pejora- 
tively. In this framework in the past a Macedonian could 
not become a priest. Afterwards the Greek church tried 
to accept a Macedonian from a Macedonian village to 
become a priest, but he was to be absolutely controlled, 
and on condition that he declared clearly for the Greek 
cause. It is not at all easy for a priest who is Macedonian 
to preach in the Macedonian language, or to use Macedo- 
nian in any way, because he will automatically be banned 
from the Greek church. The case of Nikodim Tsarknias is 
well known. Alone, during confession, on an intimate lev- 
el the elderly women speak to the priest in Macedonian, 
if he knows it, but very quietly and only between them- 
selves so they are the only ones who know what is going 
on. Using the Macedonian language is strictly forbidden 
for liturgy, funerals, christenings, etc. That is what the 
situation is here in Greece. Because the Greek, Bulgar- 
ian and Serbian churches continually negate a specific 
Macedonian church, personally I am for getting closer 
to the Uniate (union with the Catholic church) variant. 
Macedonianism has a tradition with this, precisely in the 
past as the inhabitants of Kukush (Kilkis) a century ago, 
and even earlier because of the pressure by the Bulgarian 
Exarchate and the Greek church they decided to ask the 
Pope to become a Uniate church. This was indeed unique 
and progressive because if we look even earlier in time 
we will realize that Bogomilism represents the same kind 
of movement in the Macedonian area. There always was 
a kind of church-religious revolution among the Mace- 
donian people. Most likely because the inhabitants of 



Macedonia and the Macedonians specifically don't like 
"foreign church tutelage". In today's modern time I think 
that even on a political level for the expansion and the 
strengthening of Macedonianism as separate from other 
Balkan states, the church component is a very important 
factor. For example Israel is Israel, and it has a separate 
faith from the surrounding enemies. Just imagine Mace- 
donia with a Uniate church in the Balkans. Of course 
Orthodox Christianity doesn't change fundamentally by 
becoming a Uniate church, what it would do is to seal for 
the future the separateness of Macedonianism even at a 
religious-faith-church level. Let me add that even from 
a pure political point of view Catholicism and the Pope 
are very much respected by many states members of the 
EU, for example by Spain, Poland, Italy, etc. Just imag- 
ine how useful would a Uniate church be when we lob- 
by our cause in these organizations. Imagine then how 
some kind of Greek "veto" and prevention of progress 
for Macedonia in the European organizations would be 
possible when Macedonia as a state with a Uniate church 
will try to get closer to the EU world. I believe that this 
is a very useful and a key move that is worth pondering 
over by the appropriate authorities in the Republic. And 
lastly although it is only a rhetoric question, I would like 
to ask when will these two states i.e. Bulgaria and Greece 
recognize the separateness of Macedonianism, or more 
specifically to recognize the Macedonian identity and 
nation? It is almost impossible, or it will be very hard in 
the future. If this is hard to achieve with their state au- 
thorities because there are no national reforms in these 
two states towards recognizing the Macedonian nation, 
what do we expect from their church authorities? Imag- 
ine! Do you know when was the Bulgarian Exarchate i.e. 
the Bulgarian church recognized by the Greek church? 
In 1870 the Exarchate got its "amen" by the Patriarchy, 
and the Greek church recognized the Bulgarian church 
only since the 50s of the last century, which means many 
decades later, although the Greek state recognized the 
Bulgarian state from the very beginning. What do you 
think about the recognition of the Macedonian Ortho- 
dox Church by these neighboring church authorities? 



How many decades, or even centuries will have to pass 
before that happens? I hope that Macedonians know how 
to act in a smart and useful manner for a positive future. 
A Uniate church I think will seal the positive perspective 
of Macedonianism not just in the next decades, but for 
much longer... 

9. Recently you were visited by students and professors 
from the Institute of History for research of Southeast 
and East European History at the University of Regens- 
burg in Germany, would you like to tell us something 
about it? 

- This activity is common for us here, especially for "Rain- 
bow", and it is not the first of its kind. Last year there 
was a visit by students and a professor form Boston, USA, 
whose focus is on studying social anthropology related to 
identity issues. In the future these students, or some of 
them will fill positions in the societies of their respective 
states. Maybe even in politics. The best investment and a 
chance to promote Macedonianism in Greece and further 
abroad is the indirect gaining of supporters at the inter- 
national level. During this meeting we had the opportu- 
nity to explain in minute details why Greece and Bulgaria 
don't recognize the Macedonian identity-nation, which 
are the reasons for their actions against Macedonianism 
today, and all that is related to the Macedonian question. 
We even explained why Greece prevents its neighboring 
country the Republic of Macedonia in its integration in 
the international framework, we explained about the 
reasons and the essential aspects of the problem, and 
also how Bulgaria works to undermine Macedonianism 
from within the independent state of the Republic of 
Macedonia using puppet political establishments. This 
is our duty and pleasure to discuss and inform when we 
meet with open and progressive people, especially the 
young people from the university circles. I am sure that 
no Greek, Bulgarian, or anyone else for that matter can 
"fool" them now, or try to speak against Macedonians 
and Macedonianism, or not to respect the Macedonian 
nation. These students already know and are familiar 
with the situation, they themselves have been here and 



realized for themselves what the truth is. The lies and the 
propaganda of the anti-Macedonian circles cannot pass 
among today's students, who will tomorrow become in- 
fluential people in their respective regions and states. 

10. Except for the Macedonians, do you have any knowl- 
edge of what is the interest among the Greeks and oth- 
ers hat live in Greece for the contents of your newspaper 
"Nova Zora" (New Dawn)? 

- There is interest for the newspaper among the demo- 
cratic circles. The good Greeks who are democrats want 
to find out more about the Macedonian matters. The 
greater portion of course who are trained in nationalism 
and anti-Macedonian ways try to slander, wrongly accuse, 
tarnish the newspaper and indirectly "Rainbow" which is 
a standard Greek policy. For most of the Greeks we are 
some kind of spies for the "Skopians", on their pay-roll, 
etc. It is sad that for this totalitarian way of thinking 
about us there is no real difference whether someone in 
Greece thinks they belong to the right or the left in poli- 
tics. Specifically for the ultra-nationalists of the "right" 
side "Rainbow" is a puppet of the "Skopians", we are sup- 
posed traitors, etc. The ones who are supposed to be on 
the "left" side in Greece don't say that we are on the pay- 
roll from Skopje, but that we are a "puppet" of the USA 
and the west, who supposedly use the minorities to dis- 
rupt the peace in the Balkans. This is a sophisticated ne- 
gation, indirect slander and tarnishing. This is the global 
picture about the Greek axioms. In today's Greece the 
ultimate minority are the real democratic Greeks. 

11. What are your plans for the future, and what could 
the Macedonians from the Republic, individually or from 
the NGOs, do to make your situation in Greece better? 

- Our plans are for continuous promotion of Macedonian- 
ism within Greece and at international level. This is our 
goal. Continuous struggle to impose the Macedonian 
question, and specifically about the Macedonian minor- 
ity and its full recognition at institutional level. When we 
talk about the struggle of "Rainbow" and the activists 
for the rights of the Macedonian minority and against 



the negative policies of the Greek state, this is like the 
struggle of David against Goliath. It would be good for 
the Macedonian NGOs within the Republic of Macedonia 
as well as abroad to deepen their contacts with the re- 
spective organizations in Greece, specifically with "Rain- 
bow", the newspaper "Nova Zora", or the Home of the 
Macedonian Culture. This is not at all easy to do because 
it is not easy for the Macedonians here to publicly act 
on behalf of Macedonian interests, plus there are real 
hardships in gaining the support of the democratically 
inclined Greeks. Today's atmosphere in Greece is like the 
Nazi atmosphere in Germany in the 30s of the last cen- 
tury and the rise of fascism and Nazism because that is 
the kind of ideology that has been planted here for de- 
cades. At that time, in that kind of Germany the Jews 
were stigmatized and they became victims, especially 
during the war. And the German democrats who support- 
ed the Jewish people were proclaimed as traitors and 
enemies. If you make a comparison with Greece of today 
in regard to Macedonians you will clearly realize that we 
are dealing with the same situation. As for the Republic 
of Macedonia, it shouldn't have to do more than become 
a prosperous state that will stand out among the other 
Balkan states. God forbid the making of a bad copy of the 
Balkan nationalisms and the respective dominant ideolo- 
gies, but instead to do the opposite. Respect of values 
based on democracy and principals, and progressive de- 
velopment of Macedonianism while looking forward and 
not backwards, because that is the way to get closer to 
the progressive western states. This is enough to secure 
a good future for all Macedonians, everywhere.
